The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SectroN 1. Subsection (2) of section 5.27 and section 10.52
of the statutes are amended to read: (5.27) (2) Or such candi-
date may be nominated by nomination papers signed by electors
of such town or village equal in number to ten per cent of all the
votes cast in such town or village for all candidates for governor
at the last preceding general election. Such nomination papers
shall conform to the provisions of subsections (2) and (5) of
section 5.26, and shall be filed in the office of the town or village
clerk at least fifteen days before the election.

10.52 (1) At every annual town meeting there shall be an elec-
tion by ballot of all town officers except the superintendent or
superintendents of highways. Such ballot shall be in substantially
the form provided herein and annexed hereto.
